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Fate of Lance now 
up to him, Carter 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Sen. Charles 
Percy, R-Ill., said today Bert Lance 
should resign "fo r the good of the 
country and the administration." 
Percy read a 17-page statement con­ 
cluding the public phase of the Lance 
hearings before the Senate Governmen­ 
tal Affairs Committee, and said that 
should Carter refuse to dismiss Lance, 
" I see a rough period ahead for both." 
The com m ittee chairm an, Sen. 
Abraham Ribicoff. D-Conn., earlier 
placed Lance s fate in the hands of "the 
President of the United States and Bert 
Lance,” and Carter said public opinion 
now strongly supports his budget direc­ 
tor. 
Percy, the com m ittee’s ranking 
Republican, said he accepts the “ ex­ 
tremely strong bond between the Presi­ 
dent and Bert Lance. Mr. C arter’s 


loyalty to his friend is unquestioned." 
But, he added, "the time has come for 
the President to make the painful deci­ 
sion between loyalty to a friend and his 
constitutional duties and responsibilites 
to the American people." 
P e rc y accused Lance of being 
"evasive" and "m isleading." 
"No one denies that Mr. Lance is ex­ 
ceedingly skillful and clever in fielding 
questions," Percy said. "Bu t perhaps he 
has been too clever for his own good. And 
more important, cleverness is no sub­ 
stitute for high moral standards. 
"In my judgment, Bert Lance should 
step down for the good of the country and 
the administration to which he is so loyal 
and which has been so loyal to him ," 
Percy said. 
But four staff members of the Senate 
Governm ental 
A ffairs Com m ittee, 


called to provide final testimony before 
the hearings are suspended, said Lance 
and two federal officials misled them 
several tim es during confirm ation 
proceedings in January. 
Claudia Ingram, a Republican staff 
aide, said Lance assured her press 
reports of his wife LaBelle’s overdrafts 
were "false and misleading." 
Ms. Ingram said Lance claimed "that 
estimation might be a little high" when 
she asked whether overdrafts by 
himself, Mrs. Lance and her family ex­ 
ceeded $100,000. The comptroller of 
currency’s report placed the Lance fami­ 
ly and campaign overdrafts at $450,000. 
Lance testified he gave staffers infor­ 
mation on all the matters which led the 
committee to call him back for question­ 
ing, and it is not his fault if the senators 
did not receive it. 
State water commitment 
expected from council

Lompoc City Council tomorrow night 
is expected to commit the city to begin 
receiving water from the state water 
project by 1986. 
The council will consider a resolution 
for future signing of a contract to 
purchase up to 2,500 acre feet of the 
purer, but more expensive state water 
by the year 2000. City staff has recom­ 
mended the city begin receiving an in­ 
itial 780-acre-foot supply in 1986. 
Lompoc now supplies its residents 
with water pumped from three city 
wells 
It is estimated the city will use 
between 3.900 and 3,500 acre of feet of 
water this year and there has been con­ 
cern over the annual overdraft in the 
Lompoc Valley — calculated at 3.000 
acre feet per year. 
City Attorney Alan Davidson has es­ 
timated the state water would cost 
roughly $432 an acre foot in 1977 dollars. 
Estimates of the 1986 tally, based on an 
eight per cent annual inflation rate, ring 
up around $725 per acre foot. 
Regardless, the state water is expected 
to "significantly increase" city water 
bills. 
Under the proposal, Lompoc would 
contract to purchase a share of water 
from Santa Barbara County Flood 
Control 
and W ater Conservation 
District. 
The Santa Barbara district 
already is contracted with the state for

Davidson said the cost of Lompoc’s 
share of the state water could be reduced 
as much as 10 per cent under a proposal 
being explored by the Santa Ynez River 
W a te r 
C o n s e rv a tio n 
D is t r ic t 
(SYRW CD ). 
Of the city's proposed maximum allot­ 
ment of 2.500 acre feet of state water, 
Davidson said about one-third is con­ 
sumed or evaporated. 
The remaining 
two-thirds goes through the waste-water 
treatment plant and is returned to the 
underground water table. 
With state 
water, the city attorney said Lompoc 
would not be pumping 2,500 acre feet 
from the water table and further, would 
be returning 1,675 acre feet of water to 


the underground supply — a net annual 
savings of 4,175 acre feet of water to the 
water table. 
The possible reduction for Lompoc 
would result from SYRW CD taxing 
agricultural water users to pay a higher 
price to the county for state water. With 
SYRW CD paying a higher price, Lompoc 
among others would then receive a slight 
price break for its addition to the ground 
table. 
But. Davidson emphasized the 
idea was "just being explored" at this 
time. 
Without supplemental water, it is 
feared the quality of the city's already 
hard water would further deteriorate. In 
addition, if the water table dropped low 
enough, there is a remote danger of salt 
water intrusion. 
H Street upgrading 
plan unveiling soon

The city Public Works Department 
will unveil its latest proposal for mid- 
street medians and left turn lanes for the 
North H Street improvement project to 
City Council tomorrow night. 


The $64,000 project plus $37,000 worth 
of beautification recommendations ap­ 
peared set for approval at the last coun­ 
cil meeting Sept. 6. But Councilmen Joe 
Valencia and Charles Ward blocked any 
action when they contested the length of 
the medians proposed for the 100 and 200 
blocks of H Street.

The 
remainder of the blocks are to be 
separated with eight-foot cement me­ 
dians. Valencia and Ward claimed the 
medians were shorter than those 
originally approved earlier this year by 
council.

dangerous mid-block left turns. Valen­ 
cia proposed the city redraw the designs 
with 80-foot, four-car left turn lanes

Gustafson countered were insufficient. 
In a report to council, Gustafson urges 
council to approve the project with six- 
car left turn lanes and narrow, striped 
medians to discourage mid-block left 
turns.

Administration 
boosts college 
minority plans 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - The ad­ 
ministration today strongly endorsed the 
use of “ minority-sensitive" admissions 
programs, but did not say in a long- 
awaited Supreme Court brief whether it 
supports the use of rigid racial quotas to 
end discrimination. 
The Justice Department said the much 
publicized Bakke v. California case pre­ 
sents only the question of whether the ad­ 
missions program at the University of 
California Medical School may take race 
into account. In its friend-of-the court 
brief, the government said race should 
be a factor. 
The brief asked the court to return to 
the California Supreme Court the case of 
Allan Bakke, a 37-year-old white appli­ 
cant who contended he was denied ad­ 
mission by the medical school so it could 
admit less qualified blacks, Hispanics 
and Asian-Americans under a special 
quota system 
The Department said the record of 
how the university carried out its 
program is not clear enough for a deci­ 
sion on whether Bakke should be admit­ 
ted The state court ordered his applica­ 
tion accepted. 
Justice Department sources said the 
position outlined in the brief filed this 
morning reflected little, if any, change in 
government policy toward programs 
aimed at ending discrimination in educa­ 
tion and employment. 
But black leaders were cautious, say­ 
ing they would wait to see the precise 
legal language in the brief before com­ 
menting. 
"The United States is committed to 
achieving equal opportunity and 
preventing racial discrimination," the 
Justice Department brief stressed 


Developer wants 
to build massive 
N. County port 


G U A D A LU PE (U P I) - Beverly Hills 
developer Hymie Singer, the guy who 
bought the S.S. Catalina as a Valentine’s 
Day present for his wife, wants to build a 
"billion dollar port" in northern Santa 
Barbara County. 
Singer's grandiose weekend proposal 
was met with expressions of opposition 
and skepticism from local officials. 
However, Singer assured local of­ 
ficials he had adequate financing for a 
harbor development "along a mile or so" 
of the local seacoast, which is largely 
sand dunes. 
He said there would be a small boat 
marina as well as industrial site develop­ 
ment for "factories, freezer plants and 
canneries as well as a harbor for ships of 
all sizes including freighters and oil 
tankers."

Chairman Harrell Fletcher told Singer, 
"There is.no possible way you could do 
that in this area and I don’t think it would 
really fit." 
But Singer said he has engaged the ser­ 
vices of a local real estate man to find a 
plot for the project.

CIA used prostitutes, 
says agent's journal 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) — Evidence 
of the use of drugs and prostitution as 
part of Central Intelligence Agency 
mind-control operations has been dis­ 
closed in the journals of a former CIA 
agent, according to the San Francisco 
Examiner. 
The newspaper reported Sunday that 
"evidence has been found hidden in 35 
years of hand-scrawled journals recently 
donated to Foothill College in Los Altos 
Hills (Calif.) by the widow of a narcotics 
agent,” identified as George Hunter 
White. 
Noting that "evidence of narcotics 
work being used as ‘cover’ for illicit 
domestic operations by the CIA is being 
probed by Sen. Edward Kennedy’s sub­ 
committee on Health and Scientific 
Research," the paper said: 
"The journals being combed by in­ 
vestigators were kept from 1934 to 1970 
by (W hite), a longtime San Franciscan 
who carved an international reputation 
with audacious undercover work until he 
retired in 1965 ” 


The paper said White, using an alias, 
rented a Greenwich Village apartment in 
May, 1953. opened a bank account partly 
in the name of a girlfriend and gave a 
check for $860 to an ex-narcotics officer 
"to ‘decorate’ the apartment as a luxury 
prostitute pad." 


“ Microphones, 
recording equipment 
and two-way mirrors went in with the 
curtains and upholstery. Thus was 
launched ‘Operation Midnight Climax’ 
for the CIA, one of 148 experiments on 
mind-altering drugs the agency ran in 
this country, subcom m ittee 
in ­ 
vestigators believe,” the Exam iner 
said. 
White’s notes "reveal that he moved 
among top intelligence, political and 
media people while working ostensibly 
for the Bureau of Narcotics and keeping 
intim ate ties with the C IA or its 
predecessor agency, the O ffice of 
Strategic Services," the newspaper said. 
He "began his intelligence work on a 
search for a truth drug needed for in­ 
terrogating prisoners taken on World 
War II battlefields," the Examiner said. 
According to the newspaper, a journal 
entry for Nov. 28,1952, shows that White 
had his first encounter with a drug "to be 
used in CIA mind control experiments.” 
The Examiner quotes the journal as 
saying: 
"9p-la — Pat & Gil, Jo and Nai — to 
Carol C for drinks — try LSD — shows 
delayed reaction — They have a circus 
later that night." 
According to the paper, the girlfriend, 
named Shannon, "lured unsuspecting 
men to the apartment where the drugs 
were used, investigators found.” 
Dayan prepares for talks 
with American officials 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - Bringing 
with him a draft peace treaty and the 
secrets of all his mysterious week-end 
trips, Israeli Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan was prepared to begin a crucial, 
perhaps decisive round of talks with U.S. 
leaders. 


Scheduled to fly from Brussels to New 
York Friday, Dayan instead went to 
Paris and then abruptly flew home to Tel 
A viv Saturday for an emergency 
meeting with Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin. His mission was the subject of 
much speculation, but no explanation as 
yet. 


Dayan’s first discussions today were to 
be a meeting and later a working lunch 
with Secretary of State Cyrus Vance at 
the State Department, to be followed by 
a White House session with President 
Carter in mid-afternoon. 
Dayan is scheduled to hold a news con­ 
ference Tuesday, at which he may unveil 
part of the Israeli draft treaty. He also 
w ill meet members of the Senate 


Foreign Relations Committee and the 
House International Relations Commit­ 
tee Tuesday before flying to New York to 
lead his country’s delegation to the 
United Nations' General Assembly. 
As Dayan leaves Washington, Egyp­ 
tian Foreign Minister Ismael Fahmi will 
arrive Wednesday for talks with Carter 
and Vance. 
During the weekend, the White House 
issued a transcript of Carter's remarks 
Friday to out-of-town editors, listing the 
three main elements of U.S. attempts to 
find a lasting peace in the Middle East: 
"One is the territorial boundaries; one 
is the Arab countries accepting Israel to 
live in peace as neighbors, and the other 
one is that there be some resolution of 
the Palestinian question." 
Carter attempted to make the inclu­ 
sion of Palestinian representation more 
palatable to the Israelis by stating it was 
long-standing U.S. policy not to have any 
communication with the Palestine 
Liberation

until 
it 
recognizes Israel’s right to exist

The possibility over the 
weekend was that the super­ 
visors — or most of them — 
might not have formulated a 
decision until Monday as to 
what they would like to do. 
Only Supervisor David Yager, 
of Montecito. expressed agree­ 
ment immediately with the 
recommendation. He is also an 
attorney with offices in Santa 
Barbara. 
Supervisor William 
B Wallace, of Goleta Valley, is 
the other supervisor with out­ 
side interests. 
He is also a 
veterinarian.

NEW YO RK (U P I) — Lee Harvey Oswald’s Russian-born 
widow, Marina, says she locked him in a bathroom and per­ 
suaded him to give up plans to kill Richard Nixon seven months 
before he assassinated President John F. Kennedy. 
The quotation was contained in a copyrighted, pre-publica­ 
tion excerpt carried by the Ladies Home Journal from a book 
entitled “ Marina and Lee,” written by Patricia Johnson Mc­ 
Millan. Ms. McMillan based her book on interviews with Marina 
Oswald Porter. Oswald’s widow. 
Marina said Oswald decided to make an attempt on Nixon’s 
life after reading a news story on his demands that the Russians 
be forced out of Cuba. 
Throwing down the April 21,1963, edition of the Dallas Morn­ 
ing News, Oswald tucked his gun in his belt and told his wife 
Marina he was going to “ have a look” at Nixon, who was “ com­ 
ing to town.” 
The former Mrs. Oswald said she did what she had done 
before to ward off beatings by her husband — she tricked him 
into going to the bathroom and then braced herself at the door. 
Crying, Marina pleaded through the door: “ How can you lie to 
me after you gave me your word? You promised me you’d never 
shoot anyone else and here you are starting in all over again. 
“ I ’m pregnant. I can't take it all the time. I could lose the 
baby and you wouldn’t even care,” she was quoted as saying. 
Oswald relented, the excerpt said, when she protested again 
that she could lose the baby. 
He gave up his gun and Marina tucked it under the mattress. 
She then got him to strip down to his underwear to insure that 
he would not leave.

“ The evidence of these viola­ 
tions was overwhelming.” the 
report concluded. 


The probers also said South- 
worth’s office and sim ilarly 
empowered Southgate, Ky., fire 
inspection authorities failed to 
properly examine the huge 
nightclub. 


“ The picture that emerges is 
that the fire marshal’s office 
knew of fire hazard problems at 
Beverly H ills,” they deter­ 
mined. “ Inspections were not 
complete or thorough. The most 
frequent suggestion in the 
statements that it was someone 
else’s task to remedy the situa­ 
tion does not reduce the overall 
obligation of the fire marshal’s 
office.”

Sevareid warns newsmen 
about television reports 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - 
E ric Sevareid. retiring this 
year as commentator on the 
CBS Evening News, has warned 
of the dangers of glamor and 
money attached to television 
reporting. 


Sevareid Saturday night re­ 
ceived the Radio Television 
News Directors Association’s 
highest award to an individual 
— the Paul White Memorial 
Referring to the much publi­ 
cized million dollar contract 
Barbara W alters reportedly 
signed with ABC. Sevareid told 
the RTNDA members. “ We 
cannot have a hiearchy, a peck­ 
ing order defined by a dollar 
sign around people’s necks. 
“ We mqst remember celebri­ 
ty and fame are not the same 
thing ” 
In “ the old days” one didn’t 
enter the journalism business 
to get rich, Sevareid said. He 
blamed misunderstanding by 
the print media for some of 
television’s public image prob­ 
lems, saying newspapers never 
have understood tv. 
“ It would help if the printed 
press could look with us not at 
us,” he said. 
Broadcasting is the first tru­ 
ly mass media. Sevareid said, 
adding that it has raised, not 
lowered the level of culture and 
knowledge. 


Sevareid said he planned to 
remain as a consultant to CBS 
News after leaving his regular 
spot with CBS 
Earlier, Ju lian Goodman, 
board chairman of NBC, said 
television stations too often 
emphasize 
‘‘showmanship 
before substance.” 
“ If showmanship is more im­ 
portant to these people, can 
they really care about the 
news?” he said 
O ther aw ard s given by 
RTNDA international meeting 
included the Ed w ard R. 
Murrow award for a documen­ 
tary — highest award given by 
the RTNDA to news organiza­ 
tions. 
It was received by 
W BBM -TV, Chicago for a 
documentary on the high cost of 
medical care. 


BANGKOK. Thailand (U P I) 
— More than 100 Vietnamese 
refugees left today for San 
Francisco, the first of 15,000 ex­ 
iles from Communist countries 
in Indochina who will start a 
new life in the United States. 
The 105 refugees who flew off 
this morning aboard a Pan 
American 747 all escaped Viet­ 
nam on boats, risking capture, 
shipwreck and death in their at­ 
tempt at freedom 
They will land in San Fran­ 
cisco and from there will travel 
to the homes of their American 
sponsors — 
fam ilies and 
organizations which have of­ 
fered to help the refugees get 
started on their new life Most 
of them w ill settle in the 
Midwest. 
The 105 are the first of 15.000 
refugees from Vietnam, Laos 
and Cambodia admitted to the 
United States under a special 
program recently approved by 
Congress 
About 7,000 are “ boat people” 
— those who escaped on boats 
and had to live in them for long 
periods because no country 
would accept them 
Another 
8,000 are refugees who fled 
overland from Laos and Cam­ 
bodia. 


Woman wins suit 
against doctor 
over diet 


VALPARAISO . Ind (U P I) - 
A woman whose doctor put her 
on a rice and fruit diet during 
h er la s t tw o m onths of 
pregnancy has won 150,000 in 
damages on behalf of her men­ 
tally retarded daughter. 
A Porter County Superior 
Court jury awarded the dam­ 
ages in the name of Nora Smith, 
the daughter of Cora Staniger, 
52. Gary, who filed the suit. 
M rs. Staniger accused her 
o b s te tric ia n . 
D r. Jo sep h 
Kopcha, of placing her on the 
protein deficient diet when she 
was carrying Nora in 1954 
Mrs. Staniger has been caring 
for her daughter, who has an IQ 
of 40, at home for the past 23 
years. 
Dr. Benjamin Pasamanick, a 
research psychiatric! who testi­ 
fied for Mrs. Staniger, said 
deficient diets of pregnant 
women present a threat to the 
unborn. 
“ This is a major public health 
problem and the biggest 
problem lies with the woman on 
welfare. A protein rich diet is 
expensive," he said. 
Mrs. Staniger filed the suit in 
1974 at the urging of the Society 
for the Protection of the Un­ 
born through Nutrition, a 
Chicago based group. 


There are 80,000 "overland” 
refugees in Thailand. 
Crammed 
into overcrowed 
camps near Thailand’s tense 
borders with Cambodia and 
Laos, the remaining refugees 
are a political problem for 
Thailand. Laos has complained 
the camps are being used to 
train anti-Communist guerril­ 
las. 
“ The more people that ac­ 
cum ulate in a place like 
Thailand and M alaysia, the 
more nervous the governments 
get that they will have a perma­ 
nent burden on their hands and 
the less likely they are to be 
receptive to these individuals,” 


said U.S. embassy refugee 
coordinator Thomas Barnes. 
Barnes estimates that 500 
Vietnamese boat people make 
it to safety each month, but an 
equal number, he speculated, 
may drown at sea. 
France has accepted more 
than 1,000 refugees per month 
since May 1975. Australia, New 
Zealand and Canada also have 
taken refugees. 
But the refugees seem to 
never stop coming. Even as 
today’s refugees boarded their 
flight, 70 more refugees came 
into Bangkok aboard a freight­ 
er that had picked them up in 
the South China Sea. 


Chinatown violence hits 
again, businessman dies 


Twisters 
leave many 
homeless 


’United Press International 
Thunderstorm activity and 
tornadoes that closed highways, 
destroyed homes and flooded 
streets diminished early today, 
leaving a relative calm over the 
Plains and Great Lakes states. 
The cleanup was under way 
today at Lake City, Pa., a town 
of 2,100 along the shore of Lake 
E rie where two tornadoes 
destroyed 12 houses, damaged 
70 others and left more than 100 
persons homeless Sunday. 
The tornadoes also forced the 
closing of the Parker-White 
Metal Co. plant in nearby Fair- 
vie w . Two in ju rie s w ere 
reported — one each in Lake 
City and Fairview. 
Don Bovaird, an E rie County, 
Pa ., policeman, said he was in a 
police car on U.S. 20 and saw 
the tornadoes moving in off 
Lake Erie. 
“ I watched the first one for 
about 10 minutes before it sort 
of dissipated. The second one 
was a long, skinny one and it 
was around for about one 
minute. It went right through 
Lake City. I could see boards 
and pieces of houses in it 200 to 
300 feet in the air,” Bovaird 
said. 
Heavy weekend rains flooded 
streets and caused some crop 
damage in the Midwest, the 
N ational W eather Service 
reported. 
Officials closed U.S. 6 be­ 
tween Marengo and Victor, 
Iowa, Sunday as the runoff of 
heavy rains washed out bridges 
and covered the road. Repairs 
on the bridges were to begin to­ 
day. 
The National Weather Ser­ 
vice reported six-to-nine inches 
of rain during the weekend in 
eastern Iowa, including 7.8 in­ 
ches at Ladora. 
The Illinois River was report­ 
ed running high in northeastern 
Illinois, while in Ohio, some 
flood waters spilled into low­ 
lands in the Maumee River 
Basin. 
More than two inches of rain 
fell late Sunday and early today 
at Fayetteville. Ark,, and more 
than one inch was reported at 
Hartford, Conn 
The storms moved east early 
today, into the Ohio Valley and 
the Northeast 
The National 
W eather Service predicted 
showers and thunderstorms to­ 
day from the Atlantic Coast 
across the Great Lakes and 
down into the lower Mississippi 
Valley. Cool temperatures will 
prevail in those areas.

Colby denies knowledge 
of Torrijos bugging 


LOS A N G E LE S (U P I) - 
Former CIA Director W illiam 
E Colby denies any knowledge 
of the reported CIA bugging of 
Panamanian leader Omar Tor­ 
rijos 


But Colby, who headed the 
agency from 1973 to 1976, in­ 
dicated during the weekend 
conference at the University of 
Southern California that he 
would not disapprove if the 
eavesdropping did occur. 
“ There are situations where 
it is very much to our advan­ 
tage to eavesdrop,” Colby said, 
said. 
The Senate Intelligence Com­ 
mittee began an investigation 
Friday into reports the CIA had 
electronically bugged Torrijos 
and that he in turn used 
knowledge of that surveillance 
to blackmail American negotia­ 
tors during the Panama Canal 
treaty talks. 
“ I just don’t know the answer 
with regard to Panam a,” said 
Colby, who was the CIA head in 
1974 when Torrijos was report­ 
edly bugged. 
Colby faced Pentagon Papers 
figure Daniel Ellsberg during a 
debate on “ The Age of Con­ 
spiracy.” 
Ellsberg argued that secrecy, 
assassinations and support of 
right-wing regimes are incom­ 
patible with and destructive to 
American democracy 


“ The notion that secrecy 
protects us from out enemies is 
absurd,” Ellsberg said. 
“ American people have no 
more control over foreign 
policy” than the Soviet people 
had over the sending of tanks 
into Hungary in the 1950s, he 
said. He also charged that 
“ many Gestapos exist in the 
world, and we installed many of 
them.”

SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - A 
well-to-do Chinese businessman 
was killed early Sunday when 
he resisted a trio of robbers 
carrying out a m ethodical 
shakedown of visitors to a 
Chinatown 
recreation center 
where police said gambling was 
going on. 


The slaying of Johnny Kim 
Lee, a 41-year-old garage owner 
known for flashing a big roll of 
money, was the latest incident 
in a wave of violence which has 
nearly emptied the colorful, 
narrow streets of Chinatown, 
once teeming with natives and 
tourists 


Lee apparently was trying to 
protect the $2,500 roll of bills he 
had in his pocket when he was 
shot three times, in the face, 
chest and stomach. 
A woman companion with 
him. Jennie Lin, 40, was shot in 
the arm but not seriously 
wounded. 
The shooting occurred about 2 


a m at the Yow Lun Fraternal 
Association hall, a recreation 
center and photo studio where 
“ a small-time community mah- 
jongg game” was going on, ac­ 
cording to Lt. Daniel Murphy, 
who heads a police unit as­ 
signed to the Chinatow n 
violence. 


Investigating officers found 
blood stains around the hall, 
suggesting more shots were 
fired 
But only four persons 
were on the scene when police 
got there. 
There were reports that Lee 
carried a gun, but no weapon 
was found with his body. 


Murphy said three armed 
men. believed to be Oriental, 
entered the hall about mid­ 
night, wearing paper sack 
masks. They robbed everyone 
in the place and waited for two 
hours, robbing each person 
coming in to play the popular 
Chinese game of chance that 
resembles dominoes

DEAR ABBY : In stressing the impor­ 
tance of speaking up for oppressed 
minorities, you published a quote and 
asked if anyone knew its origin. 
The original quote was somewhat dif­ 
f e r e n t. 
I t s a u th o r w as M a rtin 
N iem oeller. who served aboard a 
German U-boat during World War I He 
later became a Lutheran minister. When 
Hitler rose to power, Niemoeller op­ 
posed him and was promptly thrown into 
Theresienstadt — a Nazi concentration 
camp. At this camp 76,000 Jews (of 
which 15.000 were children) were sent to 
their death At the time of the liberation, 
only 100 children had survived 
When Pastor Niemoeller was released, 
he was asked. “ How did the world let 
this happen9” He responded: 
“In Germany, the Nazis first cam e for 
the Communists, and I didn’t speak up 
because I wasn't a Communist 
Then 
they came for the Jew s, and I didn't 
speak up because I wasn’t a Jew. Then 
they came for the trade unionists, and I 
didn't speak up because 1 wasn’t a trade 
unionist. Then they cam e for the 
Catholics, and I didn't speak up because I 
was a Protestant. Then they came for 
me. and by that time there was no one 
left to speak for me ” 
How sad that only 32 years have passed 
and many of us have already forgotten 
that lesson Let this serve as a reminder

DEAR SAN: 
Thank you and the 
hundreds of other readers who sent me 
their versions of that brilliant quote 
The same sentiments were expressed 
by 
Thom as P ain e 
(1737-1809), a 
revolutionary, whose writings greatly in­ 
fluenced thè political thinking of the 
leaders of the American Revolution 
He said. “ He that would make his own 
liberty secure, must guard even his 
enemy from oppression, for if he violates 


this duty, he establishes a precedent that 
will reach to himself.” 
And that, my friends, is what human 
rights are all about.

Volcano quiet for moment 


HILO, Hawaii (UPI) - The 
latest lava flow from Kilauea 
Volcano slowed to a trickle Sun­ 
day evening and a four-member 
team of scientists spent the 
night at the site. 
Earlier in the day, the lava 
flow was fed by fountains that 
shot as high as 200-300 feet in an 
area two miles upslope from 
sites of earlier fountaining in 
the current eruption which 
began Sept. 13 


Weekend rainfall, among the 
heaviest of the season, helped 
halt the flow that had threat­ 
ened some farmland on the sl­ 
opes of the volcano.

Oil profits 
up nearly 
$3 billion 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
21 top oil companies made more 
money in the first six months of 
1977 than in the entire year of 
1972, says the consumer group 
Energy Action. 


Jam es Flug, director of 
Energy Action, said figures 
published by the leading com­ 
panies show their profits in­ 
creased from $2.82 billion in the 
first half of 1972 to $5.74 billion 
in the first half of 1977. 


“In fact,” the group said, 
“the reported profits for the 
first six months of 1977 ex­ 
ceeded the profits reported for 
all of 1972 by $30.3 million.” 


The group said while oil com­ 
pany profits were rising by 103 
per cent since 1972 — the last 
year before the Arab oil em­ 
bargo — earnings of the 
average American worker in­ 
creased by only 38.5 per cent 
and increases of energy prices 
ranged from 77.4 percent for 
gasoline to 140.4 percent for 
fuel oil.

(UPI) — Sextuplets born to a 
young Dutch couple are in good 
condition and already have an 
agent to handle their business 
affairs, doctors at Leyden’s 
University Hospital said. 
The four boys and two girls 
bom Sunday at the hospital in 
Leyden, near Amsterdam, are 
the first sextuplets born in 
Holland and only the second set 
known to have lived more than 
a few hours after their birth. 
The 28-year-old mother, from 
the town of Heemskerk, near 
Haarlem, had been taking fer­ 
tility drugs. TTie babies were 


bom two months prematurely 
and were delivered by Caesari­ 
an section, doctors said. 
“The babies are in very good 
condition,” a hospital spokes­ 
man said. They were the first 
children for the couple, 
Three boys and three girls 
bom to Susan Jane Rosenko 
witz in Cape Town, South 
Africa, on Jan. 11, 1974, are 
recorded as the only other sur­ 
viving set of sextuplets. 
The actual birth of the Dutch 
babies, weighing between 2.2 
pounds and 2.7 pounds, took 
only 70 seconds for all six, doc­ 
tors said.

Soviet ships taken near Canada 


VICTORIA. B.C. (U PI) - 
Two Soviet fishing trawlers 
have been apprehended for 
alleged violations of Canada’s 
200-mile fishing limit, a fisher­ 
ies department spokesman said 
Sunday. 


“ This is our first case of what 
appears on the surface to be a 
pretty major violation of the 
new limit.” Ian Todd, manager 
of offshore commerical fishing, 
said. “ We’ll be looking at il 
very seriously.” 


The Soviet trawlers Drushba 
and Ugolnyi were under guard 
in port at Ogden Point near Vic­ 
toria The ships’ masters were 
to be interviewed today and 
charges may result. Todd said. 


Canada declared a commer­ 
cial fishing zone 200 miles from 
its borders on January 1. 1977. 
Todd said both vessels were 
licensed to fish within the new 
limit, but not within the La 
Perouse Banks area about 30 
m iles west of Vancouver 


Island The area is restricted to 
all foreign fishing. 


“ The fishing patrol vessel 
Tanu spotted the first ship 
operating a good five miles in­ 
side the closed area. It was 
found to be fishing — for hake 
— and our officers were put on 
board.” Todd said. 
He said no resistance was of­ 
fered by the crew of either ves­ 
sel. both of which are some 250 
feet in length and crewed by 
about 60 persons.

Utah, 
talked Sunday to Scotland Yard 
detectives about the ordeal that 
ended Saturday with his release 
in central London. 
Scotland Yard notified the 
F B I about the case and ordered 
all British airports and ports to 
be on the lookout for Joyce 
Mclnney, 27, the American 
woman whom Anderson says he 
jilted, and Keith Joseph May, 
25. of Los Angeles. 
“ We think they can assist us 
in connection with the kid­ 
naping,” said Detective Chief 
Supt. Bill Hucklesby. “ They 
could have left the country but I 
very much doubt it.” 
Detectives said Anderson told 
them Saturday he was abducted 
Wednesday after taking a walk 
with a man posing as a prospec­ 
tive “ convert.” The man was 
believed to be May, police 
sources said. 


Detectives talking to Ander­ 
son at the police station in Ep­ 
som. the village south of 
London where he was kidnaped, 
also quizzed three unidentified 
men Sunday. They later were 
released without being charged.

Courageous Sunday made it 4-0 in the 
23rd successful defense of the America’s 
Cup, the Hov Grail of yachting. 
The “ auld m ug” was safe in its 
hallowed niche at the New York Yacht 
Club, at least for another three years. 
With skipper Ted Turner at the helm, 
Courageous breezed across the finish 
line 2 minutes 25 seconds ahead of the 
challenger Australia, ending a lopsided 
test of boats, sails and men. 
When the two sleek 12-meter yachts 
entered the crowded harbor after the 
fourth and final race, pandemonium 
reigned in staid old Newport 
The cry “ We want booze! We want 
booze!” went up 
Thousands crowded the shoreline. 
Some perched on the rooftops of 
shipyards, 
restaurants and marinas. 
Anvwhere, for a vantage point to see the 
man. who earlier had been referred to as 
the “ Mouth of the South” but now was 
accepted as a great skipper, Ted Turner. 
Shortly after the Courageous was 
berthed at its pier at Bannister’s Wharf, 
and Turner had consumed the captain’s 
share of the champagne that flowed free­ 


ly. he was bearhugged by one of his crew 
and then the two went over the side 
In m inutes the w ater around the 
Courageous was filled with crewmen and 
bystanders, mostly women, as one after 
another was tossed into the w ater. 
Then a launch with the crew of the 
Australia on board pulled alongside and 
the dunking ceremony resumed. 
Alan Bond, head of the Australian syn­ 
dicate, was tossed overboard and was 
quickly followed by the rest of his crew 
The Coast Guard tried valiantly to 
keep some semblance of order in the har­ 
bor, but it was a fruitless effort with the 
wall to wall boats. 
At a news conference in the Newport 
Armory after the race, Bond said it was 
a good series and that the Australians 
would be back in 1980. 
“ I think that all those who watched the 
races can appreciate how hard we tried. 
We didn’t quite have enough boat speed 
and all the honor goes to the winner, Ted 
Turner. 
Noel Robins, the affable Australian 
skipper, thought Turner was “ for­ 
midable and if Ted wasn’t available, I 
think we might have won.” 
Turner, elated by his fourth straight 
victory over the Australia, said: 
“ I just wish that my good friends from 


Australia played baseball like the Los 
Angeles Dodgers. But I want to say while 


I’m here at the microphone — which 
won’t last long — that I’ve never raced 


against such good sportsmen as my 
friends from the west of Australia.”

Mix one teas 
poon n eu tral synthetic soapless d eterg en t (such as 
ad v ertised for the safe w ashing of fine fabrics) w ith 
one-half pint lukew arm w ater. Apply to stains w ith an 
eye dropper. Sponge w ith clean cloth as m entioned 
above and try not to extend beyond the stain. Blot w ith a 
dam p cloth rubbing w ith the pile. Sponge again (several 
tim es) w ith another cloth th at has been dam pened with 
lukew arm w ater. Blot up as m uch m oisture as possible.

WASHINGTON — The same spotlight, 
which caught Bert Lance in its white 
g lare, has also illum inated some 
shadowy banking practices. It's now all 
too clear that some bankers have been 
plaving loose with their depositors’ cash. 
The bankers have fought, quite proper­ 
ly , to protect the 
p r iv a c y o f th e ir 
depositors. But some 
bankers have used the 
privacy regulations to 
hide their own dubious 
financial dealings. 
Banks are regulated 
by federal agencies 
th a t, in turn, are 
s u p e r v is e d 
by 
Congress. But instead 
o f 
w a tc h in g 
one 
a n o th e r , th ey are 
devoted to protecting 
each other. Thus the regulators and the 
regulated, the supervisors and the super­ 
vised have become lovingly bound in an 
interlocking embrace. 
Congress’ investigative agency, the 
General Accounting Office, has never 
been able to audit the federal agencies 
that oversee the banks. Not that the 
powers on Capitol Hill really want to ex­ 
pose the banks' shadowy activities. 
T h ere has been an o c c a sio n a l 
legislator, like the late grizzled old pop­ 
ulist, Rep. Wright Patman, D-Tex., who 
has thumbed his nose at the banks. But 
the banker could always turn to many 
others for solace A disturbing number of 
leg isla to rs seem to make it their 
business to see that the banks are not 
deprived nor embarrassed 
Two conscientious House members. 
Reps. Benjamin Rosenthal. D-N.Y., and 
Fernand St. Germain, D-R.I., are now 
pushing banking reforms They want to 
give the General Accounting Office the 
power to audit the federal banking agen­ 
cies. 
This overdue reform would discourage 
the questionable bank lending practices 
and municipal bond dealings that have 
been illuminated in recent weeks A free­ 
wheeling banker like Bert Lance would 
have been restrained 
But the legislative push by Rosenthal 
and St. Germain is encountering 
resistance in the backrooms of the 
House. The chief obstructionist is 
bespectacled Rep. Garry Brown, R- 
Mich., articulate and assertive, who 
looks, quite appropriately, like a banker. 
First. Brown lobbied the House Rules 
C om m ittee to prevent the reform 
legislation from coming up for a vote. 
Failing this, he inserted a misleading 
statement about the bill in the Congres­ 
sional Record. He coupled this with a 
private letter to his colleagues, urging 
them to gut the bill. Finally, he is offer­ 
ing a series of crippling amendments. 
One amendment to limit disclosure, 
for example, would prevent government

auditors from revealing to Congress the 
specifics surrounding a Lance-like scan­ 
dal. Congress would have to rely on the 
federal agencies for whatever informa­ 
tion they might choose to furnish. 
Another amendment would limit the 
auditors' access to Federal Reserve 
records. 
In a statement opposing the banking 
reform. Brown solemnly warned his 
House colleagues: 
"If the members 
analyze this bill closely, they will find its 
shortcom ings 
outweigh 
its public 
benefits.” 
The members might find it more 
enlightening to analyze Brown's cam­ 
paign contributions closely. He has never 
considered his public trust, as a member 
of the House Banking Committee, a bar 
to collecting large sums from the 
bankers. 
The bankers’ political action commit­ 
tee. BANKPAC. gave him $2,500 in 1970, 
$2.500 in 1972. $1.500 in 1974 and $2.300 in 
1976. He has also raked in individual con­ 
tributions from executives of the Bank of 
America. American National Bank, 
Kalamazoo Bank, Detroit Bank and 
other banking operators. 
Those who stop to consider that Brown 
helped write the nation’s banking laws 
and in theory at least has an interest in 
preserving them might wonder. 
Footnote: Brown told us he supports 
the concept but not the form of the bank­ 
ing reform legislation Asked whether 
his amendments would gut the reforms, 
he shouted: “Gut? Gut! If you ... under­ 
stood the bill and the way the thing 
works, then you would know that isn’t 
true ” But respected economists insisted 
that Brown’s amendments would indeed 
gut the bill 
FORD’S COMING BACK ? - Ex- 
President Gerald Ford will be invited to 


testify before Congress for the first time 
since he left the White House. A House 
International Relations subcommittee 
wants to know whether he promised 
mainland China that he would break off 
relations with Taiwan if he were elected 
in 1976. 
Chairman Lester Wolff, D-N.Y., has 
laid the groundwork for Ford’s ap­ 
pearance But at this writing, the former 
president had not actually been ap­ 
proached 
Wolff assumes the former 
president would testify voluntarily if a 
few elementary ground rules are worked 
out. 
An informal invitation to ex-State 
Secretary Henry Kissinger to discuss 
China, however, was greeted with what 
one Capitol Hill source described as 
“reluctance.” The source said Kissinger 
“thought he'd already appeared 
enough ” 


Earlier this month, Chinese Vice 
Premier Teng Hsiao-ping declared that 
Ford had promised during his 1975 visit 
to Peking that, if re-elected, he would 
break off relations with the Chinese 
Nationalists As Teng recalled the 1975 
conversation, the United States and 
China would then be able to establish 
full, formal diplomatic relations. 
Following Teng s statement. Ford con­ 
firmed that a Taiwan break had been dis­ 
cussed. but claimed that it had been 
mentioned only as a “possibility” sub­ 
ject to negotiations. Some apprehensive 
Congressmen want to pin down whether 
any form of agreement was reached dur­ 
ing the Ford visit to Peking. 
House sources emphasized there is no 
intention of roasting Ford or Kissinger if 
they appear. The committee will make 
an earnest inquiry into U.S. relations 
with China and Taiwan.

The race in New York, barring a 
welcome upset by the candidate of the 
Conservative Party Mr. Barry Farber, is 
between Edward Koch and Mario 
Cuomo, and you will never guess what 
Mr. Cuomo is spending his time on? 
Edward Koch’s qualified endorsement of 
capital punishment. 
One must assume 
that this is viewed as a 
shrewd maneuver by 
s o m e b o d y , 
e ls e 
presumably it would 
not happen As things 
now stand Represen­ 
tative Edward Koch, 
whose credentials are 
im peccably liberal, 
but who appeals to a 
great many indepen­

quisitive disposition, has the slight edge. 
He has the advantages and disadvan­ 
tages of being Jewish, even as Mr.

Mr. Koch has the advantage of five 
terms in Congress during which he 
gradually crystallized as an institutional 
municipal fixture as solid as Grand 
Central Station. Cuomo has the advan­ 
tage of backing from Albany, backing 
from the Liberal Party, and a certain 
mysterious freshness that wafts in from 
the image of the Italian-intellectual- 
romanrer. As so often is the case, the 
two men facing each other, during the 
run-off didn't quite know how to go about 
disparaging each other, and therefore 
Mr. Cuomo elected to highlight his op­ 
ponent's endorsement of the return of 
capital punishment.

Koch had said: “Society has the right to 
show its sense of moral outrage in par­ 
ticularly heinous crimes by providing 
that the death penalty be an option 
available to a judge and jury.”
